The 35 U-S.C. §112, First Paragraph. Rejection 

The Examiner maintained the rejection of claims 4, 6, 12-21, 23, and 27-29 under 35 
U.S^C. §112, first paragraph, alleging that the specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or vvith which ft is most nearly connected, to use the mvention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicants continue to maintain that the specification 
provides adequate enablement for the claimed methods of treating or preventing a reproductive 
disease, disorder, or condition in a bird, including methods of treating or preventing cystic 
hyperplasia. However, to expedite prosecution. Applicants have amended claim 4 to recite a 
"method for treating or preventing a reproductive disease, disorder, or condition related to egg 
production or egg laying in a bird" and amended claim 6 to delete the recitation "cystic 
hyperplasia." Applicants reserve the right to continue prosecution of cancelled subject matter in 
a continuing application. Applicants respectfully submit that the specification provides adequate 
enablement for the claimed methods of treating or preventing a reproductive disease, disorder, or 
condition related to egg production or egg laying in a bird. Withdrawal of the rqection of claims 
4, 6, 12-21, 23, and 27-29 under 35 U.S,C, §1 12, first paragraph, is respectfully requested.
